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More Than Prestige At 
Stake In U. S. - Russo Row 
Finding that the United States and the Western 
European powers do not frighten easily , Russia is 
tak ing a new approach in her policy of recent day s 
to attempt to isolate Berlin from the west, as a pre­ 
liminary to forcing the American, British and French 
authorities out of their treaty position. 
Moscow has suggested a meeting of representa­ 
tives of the Big Three at which time Stalin’s mouth­ 
pieces promise to “clarify ” recent curbs on travel. She 
also has apologized for the crash of a Soviet fighter 
plane into a British transport plane. 
She apologized 
rather than see American and British fighter planes 
filling the air as escorts to transports—another move 
to avoid a showdown in what many are convinced is 
a game of bluff by Stalin. 
The proposed meeting with the Russians and the 
western allies came quick ly in the face of the protest 
against the Soviet inspection of trains edict a.s a viola­ 
tion of the four-power treaty . 
Until the stem pro­ 
test was made, U. S Britain and France got‘nowhere. 
Stalin’s Russians are as intox icated by their own 
power and as bully ing in their tactics as ever were 
Hitler’s Nazis. 
Realizing this. Gen. Clay , under in­ 
structions from Washington, abandoned talk and 
ordered American planes to fly passengers and sup­ 
plies into Berlin. 
That brought a change in Russian 
attitude. 
So, now that Russia has realized that America 
will not be pushed around, she has offered to talk 
things over. 
The fact that America has agreed to 
talk with the Kremlinites does not mean that we will 
abandon our position to talk back to a nation we be­ 
friended and saved from possible defeat at the hands 
of the Germans. 
The issue at Berlin is described as one of prestige. 
It Is that certainly , since a Western retreat under 
pressure would caiuse millions of Germans to conclude 
that they could save themselves only by embracing 
communism. 
But more than prestige is involved. 
The control of all Germany Is at stak e. 
This Is realized by the anti-Communist German 
political leaders in Berlin, who, at the risk of .their 
own lives, now plead with the Americans, British and 
French to stay on. 
They realize that the Russians 
arc out to control not only Berlin but Germany . 
If 
we quit the city , the Russian military will set up a 
puppet Communist regime. 
They will proclaim Berlin 
as “the capital of all Germany .” 
They will mak e it 
the base of ruthless pressure, political and economic, 
on the rest of the country . 
Of course the huge Red 
Army today could overrun Germany —but only at the 
risk of starting World War III. 
Tlie United States has no intention of abandoning 
Berlin. 
If the Russians seize the Templehof Airdrome 
by force that would be an act of war. quite as much 
as would shooting down our planes. 
We do not have 
the military power on the ground to stop the Russians, 
but our tiny force Is back ed by the tremendous 
potential war power of the United States. 
If the Politburo decides to abrogate our treaty 
rights at Berlin by military force it will be assuming 
an awful responsibility . 
That should be made clear 
to Moscow’.

Greasy Sk in 


Finds Commies Will 
Trip You At Crossroads 
The phrase, “dirty w’ork at the crossroads,” enter­ 
ed jx >piilar spe<» rh Just after World War I w'hen a good 
story in the Saturday Evening Post bore that title. 
Tlie phrase, “fencw'-travelers,” came later, in the early 
day .s of the Dies committee, when its most effective 
investigator, J. P. Matthew’s, analy zed and publicized 
the Communist procedure. W’hich w'as to supplement 
the Red cells with larger groups bearing conventional 
or patrk >tic names 
Some of their members k new 
they were traveling part of the w’ay toward the Com- 
munl.st goal, many did not. 
It has been left to a distinguished American, more 
than once the Socialist candidate for President, to 
fie the two phnisrs together, and mak e the point 
that they belong together. 
Norman Thomas ought to 
k now’. 
“I tried to co-operate with the Communists 
on some issues.” he said recently . 
“But I never 
tried it w’ithou* being sorrj’. 
I cannot accept the 
sajing T’ll go along with any fellow who Is going my 
way .* 
I found out that the Communist will trip y ou 
at the crossroads.” 
May be this is where another say ing comes in. 
Joseph Chamberlain used it once, reviving an old 
proverb in a debate in the House of Commons: “He 
^ho supvs w’ith the devil must have a long spoon.’* 
The elder Chamberlain 
wa s speak ing of a Certain 
Country . 


Our Methods Of 
Electing A President 
Southern plans to restore to presidential electors 
their old freedom of action have caused suggestions 
here and there that the constitutional sy stem of 
choosing a President by electoral votes should be 
abandoned in favor of choice by popular vote. Nothing 
Is lik ely to come of this. 
There Is a reason for the present method, not 
foreseen by the framers of the Constitution. 
It 
llmlta the power of overw’helming majorities in any 
state practically , to determine the national result. 
It protects the weak nesses of state minorities from 
letting a national election go by default. 
However 
great the massing of population in New York City 
for ex ample, the most it can accomplish is merely to 
cariw’ the state. 
However insignificant the minority 
may be in a state lik e Mississippi, nothing goes by 
default but the electoral vote of that state. 
The basic reason for the present sy stem, how’ever, 
fs found In a simple sentence of the Constitution: 
“Each state shall appoint, in such manner as the 
legislature thereof may direct, a number of electors, 
.** To mak e all states mere polling places for a 
national plebiscite w’ould deprive them of an authority 
W’hich they have asserted and ex ercised from the start. 
Tw’o of many instances: 
(1) Under the Constitution, 
each state shall be entitled to tw’o Senators, no more, 
no less. 
(2) Every amendment to the Constitution 
must be ratified by the states as such, not by a 
national plebiscite.

Oily sk in ha s 
another drawback that also has 
cosmetic implications; it pre-dis- 
poses to a well k nown group of sk in 
disorders. One is acne, in which 
bothersome pimples and black heads 
develop. Certain tjp es of warty 
grow’ths, especially on the hands 
and face of elderly persons, should 
be included. 


But one of the most common out­ 
comes 
is 
seborrheic 
derm atitis, 
which is not partial to any age or 
sex . In the chronic stage crusty , 
pink ish-y ellow patches of various 
shapes and sizes are noted over 
various regions of the body . The dis­ 
order has a tendency to come and 
go and itching is usually present. 
The scalp is favored, particularly a t 
the beginning. Fine, branny scales 
resembling dandnifl appear. Now 
and then the hair falls out in the 
affected areas, most noticeably near 
the hairline, causing a “receding 
forehead,” Sim ilar changes can oc­ 
cur in the ey ebrows; w’hen the ears 
are involved the sk in becomes swol­ 
len, red, and scaly . 
Seborrheic derm atitis is seen in 
its m ast ty pical form on the sk in 
over the breastbone. The greasy 
epidermis assumes a y ellowish tint, 
the pores become enlarged, and fine 
scales are noted. The moist areas of 
the body (arm pits and groin) as 
well as between the folds of fat in 
the obese m ay lik ewise acquire the 
lesions. 
The cause is not clear but the 
origin is thought to be a glandular 
basis. The abnorm ality is prone to 
arise after eating heartily of sw’eets, 
starches, or fats. A fungus has been 
implicated but most phy sicians be­ 
lieve tha t these organisms are a t­ 
tracted to the oily sk in and do not 
play a causative role. 


Treatm ent is difficult because of 
the stubborn nature of the m alady . 
Condiments as W’ell as fats, choco­ 
lates, and other rich foods m ust be 
used sparingly . Liver ex tract and 
brewer’s y east are often 
useful. 
M any lotions and pomades have 
been recommended to aid in k eep­ 
ing the disorder under control on 
the scalp and resorcin, betanaph- 
thol, mercury , or sulfur are the 
principal 
ingredients. 
Alcohol 
is 
commonly included in the lotions 
because of its antiseptic and dry ing 
effect. Oily preparations are some­ 
tim es necessary but are rarely ad­ 
vised for women because it mak es 
the hair stringy . 
Innum erable remedies also are 
available for the disease when it 
attack s elsewhere. Considerable help 
can be obtained by pay ing attention 
to good hy giene. Frequent bathing, 
ex ercise, 
fresh 
air, 
sunlight, 
a 
wholesome diet, and the avoidance 
of constipation are indicated.

V. W. writes: Could complete X- 
ray s of the whole body show w heth­ 
er cancer is present in any part?

Would tha t diagnosis were tha t 
easy . In certain areas, phy sical ex ­ 
am ination is more satisfactory than 
X -ray s particularly in some of the 
ntbre vulnerable sites. On the other 
hand, for tumors in the brain, lungs, 
and intestinal tract, X -ray films 
are required. 


A Musical Heart 
T. M. WTites: Can a m urm uring 
hea rt be cui’ed bv surçery ?

Some heart m urm urs are harm ­ 
less, others are indicative of a de­ 
fect in one or more of the valves. 
Tlie ty pes that respond to surgery 
are in the m inority ; they usup.lly 
are acquired before 
birth.

ever lik e a babbling brook .

Sudden Recruiting Spurt Almost Upset UMT; Democrats Fail To Support Truman 


On Taxes; U. S. Needs Merchant Marine Of Air 


Say s DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON, April 8 —A sud­ 
den spurt in recruiting after the 
first of the y ear almost upset the 
Pentagon’s plan to high pressure 
Congress into a new draft act and 
' imiversal training. 
I t wasn’t publicized, but both air 
force and navy figures shot far 
above their m onthly quotas. Even 
recruiting for 
the 
arm y 
grourd 
forces hit a post-war high, just a 
little short of its assigned goal. 


From less than 8 ,600 recruits 
in November and December, air 
force records bounced up to 
14,573 
recruits 
in 
January , 
sagged down to 11,270 during 
February , then pick ed up again 
during the first week s of M arch. 
But even the February figure 
was higher than the monthly 
goal of 10,000 men. 


The Nav’y rose from 14,309 in 
December to 19,8 34 in January , then 
back to 16,598 in February . Both 
were well above the m onthly quota 
of 15,000. 
On the oUier hand, the army 
with a m onthly quota of 20,000 only 
recruited 
17,076 in January and 
15.9 34 in February . But this w’as 
still a tremendous boost from 8 .953 
in November and 
11,396 in De­ 
cember. 
The M argarine Battle 
Congressman August Andresen of 
Red Wing, M innesota, a power in 
the House agricultural committee, 
is threatening southern Democrats 
with 
antitobacco, 
anticotton 
and 
antipeanut legislation unless they 
give up their fight for repeal of the 
m argarine tax es. 
Until last week , all the m argar­ 
ine bills had been bottled up in 
committee bv the Republicans, led 
by 
Andresen. 
But 
Congressman 
Harold Cooley of North Carolina 
has now m ustered 218 signatures 
on a discharge petition, and will 
force a bill before the House this 
week . 


W hen Andresen heard about 
it, he hit the ceiling. He warned 
southern colleagues tha t he ex ­ 
pects to tak e over as agriculture 
chairm an nex t y ear, and swore 
he would mak e it tough on 
southern 
legislation. 
He 
is 
counting upon a Republican vic­ 
tors' at the polls in November 
which might elevate the present 
agriculture chairm an, tliflf Hope 
of Kansas, to the cabinet as sec­ 
retary of agriculture. 


Meanwhile, housewives are pay ing 
tax es on m argarine as high as 10 
to 12 cents per pound. 
Behind The Tax Overrider 
Story behind the congressional 
overrider of the President on the 
tax bill Is tha t Trum an originally 
intended to send his veto message 
to Congress on April 5—the last day 
he could act—instead of April 2. 
He suddenly changed his plans, 
however, upon learning that House 
Democratic Leader Sam Ray burn 
planned to leave for Tex as duting 
the week end and would not be on 
the floor to lead the debate against 
the overrider. 
So Trum an called in Ray burn and 
Senate Democratic Leader Alben 
Bark ley of Kentuck y , told them of 
his plans to send up the veto mes­ 
sage three day s early so the leaders 
could 
rally 
Democrats 
in 
both 
Houses to mak e a series of speeches. 
They were to charge the Republi­ 
can tax writers with try ing to bank ­ 
rupt the nation in order to win 
votes in the nex t election. 


However, these WTiite House 
plans fell through. 
Ray burn, 
who is still sore at Trum an for 
splitting the Democratic Party 
on the civil rights Issue, didn’t 
even bother to tak e part in the 
debate. In fact, there W'asn’t a 
single speech by a Democrat in 
the House supporting Trum an’s 
tax position. 


In the Senate only three Demo­ 
crats—Bark ley of Kentuck y , H atch 
of New Mex ico and Kilgore of West 
Virginia—took the trouble to speak 
against the G.O.P. motion to over­ 
ride the President. 
Air Armada 
While the Pentagon boy s em pha­ 
size the importance of the draft, 
the national defense research and 
development board has written a 
confidential report urging the need 


of an arm ada of cargo planes. 
In 
this age of blitz warfare, supply 
lines m ust be swift and flex ible, 
which m eans America m ust build 
up a vast m erchant m arine of the 
air. 
The report 
emphasizes 
the 
growing threat of Russian sub­ 
m arines, which could mak e sit­ 
ting duck s of our ocean trans­ 
ports. Russia’s underw ater navy 
is already five times larger than 
the Germ an U-boat fleet at its 
peak , the report states. W hat’s 
more, 
Russia 
possesses 
the 
deadly Germ an X X I which is 
“60 times more difficult to locate 
and k ill” than standard World 
W’ar II subs. 


The present strategy of digging 
in and stock piling m aterial a t foi> 
ward bases is also rejected by the 
research board. 
“Targets 
should 
determ ine the 
location of bases, not vice versa,” 
the board argues. “The need for 
m aintaining the base should cease 
when the target is destroy ed. Ad­ 
vance bases should become as ex ­ 
pendable as shell cartridges.” 
This m eans constructiori and sup­ 
ply should be cut to a minimum, 
and air transport m ust become the 
back bone of supply . 
“Although World W ar II strategy 
W’as determined largely by the avail­ 
ability of shipping, in the nex t war 
the availability of air hft will be 
the controlling factor,” the report 
declares. 


4,060 Planes Needed 
In closed-door testimony , mil­ 
itary chiefs have warned that 
they 
m ust 
have 
4,000 
cargo 


planes with the carry ing capac­ 
ity of C-54’s ready to tak e off 
at the drop of the first enemy 
bomb. 
.4k gainst this need, the 
certificated airlines now have 
in the air less than 60 freight 
planes. An additional 1 2 5 planes 
are operated by veterans’ air 
freight lines, still waiting for 
CAB certificates. 


More than 
400 small 
aviation 
companies have been set up by 
veterans since V -J Day . Several 
dozen are engaged in air freight 
and are clamoring for certificates, 
so 
they 
can 
carry 
on 
regular 
operations. After nearly three y ears 
of 
apply ing, 
not 
a 
single 
vet­ 
erans’ air freight line has been 
aw’arded a CAB certificate. In fact, 
the first case hasn’t even been 
heard y et. 
One private citizen, Langdon P. 
M arvin, form er chief counsel for the 
Congressional Air Policy Committee, 
has been so concerned about the 
problem that he has devoted his 
own time and bank account to pro­ 
moting a m erchant m arine of the 
air. 
He has prepared figures to show 
tha t certificated lines, which have 
been consistently in the red. could 
operate in the black for a change 
if they had cargo revenue coming In. 
This w’ould also reduce passenger 
fares, which were raised twice in 
1947 by a vote of the CAB, 
Tlic m ilitary report, prepared for 
the 
Research 
and 
Development 
Board, preaches the same doctrine, 
“Let us assist our domestic and 
overseas airlines,” it urges, “on the 
same bold scale as our forefathers 
did our railway s.’’ 


Russia Np t Willing To Force 


Showd own With Western Allies

WASHINGTON. A pnl 6 — Russia 
could have provok ed war with the 
w’estern allies last week but didn’t. 
Tliis is the most significant piece 
of inform ation tha t has developed 
in m any m onths of conjecture and 
discussion. 
It 
could 
m ean 
that 
Russia is not ready for war. 
It 
could mean tha t Russia will never 
tak e the initiative in a war with 
the Allies. This m ight be another 
Wa y of say ing that relations be­ 
tween 
the two countries, having 
passed through severe strains, could 
get better instead of worse in the 
future. 
Another 
significant 
happening 
W’hich m ust be tak en into consider­ 
ation in appraising the behavior of 
the Russian governm ent occurred 
last week when a report that Rus­ 
sian submarines had been sighted 
off the Pacific coast of this country 
was promptly and vigorously denied. 
Had the Soviets cared to carry on 
a war of nerves they m ight have 
Ignored the report. 
Actually , our 
American 
officials 
belatedly 
a n­ 
nounced the evidence was “incon­ 
clusive.” 
There is every reason to believe 
that the Moscow government k nows 
the United States is thoroughly 
aroused to the possibility of w*ar 
and that there is a line bey ond 
which W’ar could occur. Until cer- 
tam steps were tak en recently it 
could be assumed that Russia con­ 
strued American policy as weak and 
solely concerned w'ith the ex port of 
dollars under the M arshall Plan. 
Developments in Congress in the 
last few week s have indicated to 
Moscow that their source» of in­ 
form ation may have been wrong 
and that there is real danger of 
war with America. 
Moscow Leaders Misled 
'The agents of the Russian gov­ 
ernm ent have been k nowm to tell 
the Moscow authorities what they 
w ant to hear, namely , that Henry 
Wallace is about to win the elec­ 
tion. 
that 
partisan 
strife 
has 
reached the point in an election 
y ear that mak es cooperation impos- 
siWe between the two m ajor parties 
and 
finally , that the isolationist 
sentim ent has grown to the i» int 
of the 1920’s when Americans didn’t 
much 
care 
w hat 
happened 
in 
Europe. 
The Russian people are not eager 


for 
W’a r . 
Any nation which has 
suffered the losses of millions in 
k illed and w’ounded is not anx ious 
for more bloodshed. The Russian 
rulers k now this and they may well 
suspect that their own tenure would 
be undermined if a n unpopular w’ar 
were to break out. 
The Soviet government has Its 
hands full with reconstruction. It 
has tried to ex tract money and 
m aterials from the western allies 
and a great deal more than the 
M arshall Plan allows for Europe as 
a whole would be necessary to help 
them to their feet. The M arshall 
Plan could have Included Russia but 
the 
Moscow 
rulers 
play ed 
their 
hand 
poorly 
and 
alienated 
the 
sy m pathy of the western peoples. 
As it is. the M arshall Plan will 
build up W’estem Europe. It may 
In tim e wean away some of the 
Balk an countries now behind the 
“Iron C urtain.” The Russian stra t­ 
egy is still to infiltrate governmen­ 
tal cabinets wherever possible and 
thw art 
the 
effectiveness 
of 
the 
M arshall Plan, 
Rossia Postpones Showdown 
But such tactics will result in 
complete frustration for Russia. The 
only way out for her rulers wrili be 
to begin to deal fairly and squarely 
with America or start a war. Russia 
is in a stronger position, however, 
m ilitarily today than she will be a 
y ear from now. This is because the 
W estern Allies are mobilizing their 
resources and getting into a defen­ 
sive position. It is costly , of course. 
'The Russians hope to bank rupt the 
American economy but they under­ 
estim ate its vitality and potential­ 
ity . In the end the Soviets must 
mak e a choice betw’een war and 
peace. 
For reasons of their own 
they are postponing a showdown. 
Time, 
however, work s 
for the 
western allies. The fact tha t Russia 
did not force, the issue and bring 
on hostilities in the delicate situa­ 
tion 
that arose 
in 
and 
around 
Berlin is the tip-off that the Rus­ 
sian rulers do not dare to risk war 
now or perhaps for another few 
y ears.

D r. Benes’s M emoirs 
D 


r . 
Eduard 
Benes, 
priscmer- 
President of enslaved Czecho­ 
slovak ia. has w ritten his me­ 
moirs (Pameti) published in 
Prague. In this—I quote “The Cen­ 
tral European Observer”—he tells 
of the efforts made in 1939 to get 
him to leave W estern Europe and 
to tak e refuge in Soviet Russia. 
Tlie efforts continued even after 
the 
Stalin-H itler 
Alliance, 
even 
after the Russians had marched into 
Poland and Eastern Galicia. He re­ 
counts a conversation with a leading 
Czech Communist: 
“My talk with Sverma 
(Cze'** 
Communist) made me realize what 
a great difference there was between 
the attitude of our Communists, un­ 
der the influence of the Russian 
Communists, towards the further 
development of the war, and my 
ow'n attitude tow’ard it. We both 
believed that, although the Soviet 
Union had signed an agreement 
with Germany , it would enter the 
war. 
The 
Communists, 
however, 
apparently 
considered 
that 
this 
W’ould not be possible until the war 
W’as nearly over, and it w*as with 
this very object in view* tha t the 
Soviet Union had signed the Agree­ 
ment. so as to gain time for itself. 
They also seemed to think that it 
W’ould intervene with a m ainly or 
ex clusively * revolutionary purpose at 
the moment w1ien both sides were 
so ex hausted that they would not 
be strong enough to ward off the 
social revolution. At this moment, 
too, they imagined that in any case 
they would succeed in internally 
revolutionizing Germany also.” 
This view' was very generally held 
in 
1939 and 
1940, namely , 
that 
Soviet Russia would ultimately stab 
Germ any in the back , but not until 
the W estern powers were so weak 
tha t they too would crumble. Then 
Soviet Russia would be the m aster 
of Europe. Ulrich von Hassell, for­ 
m er Germ an Ambassador to Italy , 
who was k illed by Hitler for con­ 
spiring to bring about a revolution 
in Germany during the war and 
wlio nearly succeeded, in his “'The 
Von Has.sell Diaries.” published in 
this country , confirmed Benes’s view. 
He wrote on August 26, 1939: 


“It Is clear to me that the 
Russians made the pact with us 
in the same spirit in w hich they 
Ragged 
out 
the 
negotiations 
with the W estern Powers. That 
Is to encourage us and to set 
all nations of Europe against 
one another.” 


It was during this period that 
Communists throughout the world 
showed their enmity to the United 
States. 
Even in this counry the 
Communists used the slogan, “The 
Yank s Are Not Coming,” and they 
pick eted the W hite House and booed 
iTesident Roosevelt. Benes describes 
this back ground: 


. . This, too, was how I ex ­ 
plained the constantly increas­ 
ing 
vindictive action 
of one 
section of our Communists in 
London and America again.st us. 
They soon afterw ards began to 
stress the theory of imperialistic 
warfare and to assert, as regards 
the .lilies and Germany , that It 
was a case of six of one and 
half a dozen of the other. . 


Further he wrote: 
. . .this particular trend of the 
Communist Party reached its peak 
towards the end of 1940 and the 
beginning of 19 41; 
this was six 
m onths before the Soviet Union 
^ cvi ’ent 
that at ^ a t time the German a t­ 
tack on the Soviet Union 
t -s not y et 
e ^ c e d in the Communist rank s. 
during the first 
‘he^ w arthe Central 


haps even until the last stages of 
the war. The sam e 
b od y wn 
also prompted and directed by the 
assumption that at the very end 
of this ’imperialistic r(mflict’ Uie 
world-wide revolution would be let 
loose.” 


As one reads all this, it is Im­ 
possible not to wonder what 
documents arc filed in the arch- 
iy es of our State Department. 
For what a roving revolutionist 
in.sidc (icrmany . Von Hassell, and 
the refugee President of an oc­ 
cupied 
count r.., 
Benes. 
could 
k now our State Departm ent and 
our President must have k nown, 
le t, when Stalin was ready to 
enter the war. the American 
people were deceived both as to 
the nature of the Stalin-H itler 
.Alliance and its breach. 


We were lied to and we paid for 
it in lives and wealth. We are still 
pay ing.

Oily skin h a s 
another drawback that also has 
cosmetic implications; it pre-dis­ 
poses to a well known group of skin 
disorders. One is acne, in which 
bothersome pimples and blackheads 
develop. Certain types of warty 
growths, especially on the hands 
and face of elderly persons, should 
be included. 
• — • — a 
But one of the mast common out­ 
comes 
is 
seborrheic 
dermatitis, 
which is not partial to any age or 
sex. In the chronic stage crusty, 
pinkish-yellow* patches of various 
shapes and sixes are noted over 
various regions of the body. The dis­ 
order has a tendency to come and 
go and itching is usually present. 
The scalp is favored, particularly at 
the beginning. Fine. branny scales 
resembling dandruff appear. Now 
and then the hair falls out in the 
affected areas, most noticeably near 
the hairline, causing a “receding 
forehead.” Similar changes can oc­ 
cur In the eyebrow's; when the ears 
are Involved the skin becomes swol­ 
len, red, and scaly. 
Seborrheic dermatitis is seen In 
its mast typical form on the skin 
over the breastbone. The greasy 
epidermis assumes a yellowish tint, 
the pores become enlarged, and fine 
scales are noted. The moist areas of 
the body (armpits and groin) as 
well as between the folds of fat in 
the obese may likewise acquire the 
lesions. 
The cause is not clear but th© 
origin is thought to be a glandular 
basis. The abnormality is prone to 
am e after eating heartily of sweets, 
starches, or fats. A fungus has been 
implicated but most physicians be­ 
lieve that these organisms are at­ 
tracted to the oily skin and do not 
play a causative role. 


Treatment is difficult because of 
the stubborn nature of the malady. 
Condiments as w tII a s fats, choco­ 
lates, and other rich foods must be 
used sparingly. Liver extract and 
brewers yeast are often useful. 
Many lotions and pomades have 
been recommended to aid in keep­ 
ing the disorder under control on 
the scalp and resorcin, betanaph­ 
thol, mercury, or sulfur are the 
principal ingredients. Alcohol is 
commonly included in the lotions 
because of its antiseptic and drying 
effect. Oily preparations are some­ 
times necessary but are rarely ad­ 
vised for women because it makes 
the hair stringy. 
Innumerable remedies also are 
available for the disease when it 
attacks elsewhere. Considerate help 
can be obtained by paying attention 
to good hygiene. Frequent bathing, 
exercise, 
fresh 
air. sunlight, 
a 
wholesome diet, and the avoidance 
of constipation are indicated.

More Than Prestige At 
Stake In U. S.-Russo Row 
Finding th at the United States and the Western 
European powers do not frighten easily. Russia is 
taking a new approach in her policy of recent days 
to attem pt to isolate Berlin from the west, as a pre­ 
liminary to forcing the American, British and French 
authorities out of their treaty position. 
Moscow has suggested a meeting of representa­ 
tives of the Big Three a t which time Stalin’s m outh­ 
pieces promise to •‘clarify*’ recent curbs on travel. She 
also has apologized for the crash of a Soviet fighter 
plane into a British transport plane 
She apologized 
rath er than sec American and British fighter planes 
filling the air as escorts to transports—another move 
to avoid a showdown in w hat many are convinced is 
a game of bluff by Stalin. 
The proposed meeting with the Russians and the 
western allies came quickly in the face of the protest 
against the Soviet inspection of trains edict as a viola­ 
tion of the four-power treaty. 
Until the stem pro­ 
test was made. U S., Britain and France got nowhere. 
Stalin's Russians are as intoxicated by their own 
power and as bullying in their tactics as ever arere 
H itler’s Nazis. 
Realizing this, Gen. Clay, under in­ 
structions from Washington, abandoned talk and 
ordered American planes t-o fly passengers and sup­ 
plies into Berlin. 
T hat brought a change in Russian 
Bttl tu de. 
So, now th at Russia has realized th a t America 
will not be pushed around, she has offered to talk 
things over. 
The fact th a t America has agreed to 
talk with the Kremlinites does not mean th at we will 
abandon our position to talk back to a nation we be­ 
friended and saved from possible defeat at the hands 
of the Germans. 
The issue at Berlin is described as one of prestige. 
It Is th a t certainly, since a Western retreat under 
pressure would cause millions of Germans to conclude 
th a t they could save themselves only by embracing 
communism. 
But more than prestige is involved. 
The control of all Germany Is at stake. 
This is realized by the anti-Com munist German 
political leaders in Berlin, who. at the risk of .their 
own lives, noir plead with the Americans, British and 
French to stay on 
They realize th at the Russians 
are out to control not only Berlin but Germany. 
If 
we quit the city, the Russian military will set up a 
puppet Communist regime. 
They will proclaim Berlin 
as “the capital of all Germany ” 
They will make it 
the base of ruthless pressure, political and economic, 
on the rest of the country. 
Of course the huge Red 
Army today could overrun Germ any—but only at the 
risk of starting World W’ar III. 
Tile United States has no intention of abandoning 
Berlin. 
If the Russians seize the Templehof Airdrome 
by force th at would be an act of war. quite as much 
as would shooting down our planes. 
We do not have 
the m ilitary power on the ground to stop the Russians, 
but our tiny force Is backed by the tremendous 
potential war power of the United States. 
If the Politburo decides to abrogate our treaty 
rights at Berlin by military force it will be a i m i n g 
an awful responsibility. 
T hat should be made clear 
to Moscow. 


Finds Commies Will 
Trip You At Crossroads 
The phrase, * dirty work at the crossroads,** enter­ 
ed popular speech .lust after World W’ar I when a good 
story In the Saturday Evening Post bore th at title. 
Tile phrase, “fc^low-travelers.** came later, in the early 
days of the Dies committee, when Its most effective 
Investigator, J. P. Matthews, analyzed and publicized 
the Communist procedure, which was to supplement 
the Red cells with larger groups bearing conventional 
or patriotic nam es 
Some of their members knew* 
they were traveling part of the way toward the Com­ 
munist goal, many did not. 
It has been left to a distinguished American, more 
?h:vn once the Socialist candidate for President, to 
tie the two phrases together, and make the point 
that they belong together. 
Norman Thomas ought to 
know* 
“I tried to cooperate with the Communists 
on some Issues.** he said recently.

Our Methods Of 
Electing A President 
Southern plans to restore to presidential electors 
th eir old freedom of action have caused suggestions 
here and there that the constitutional system of 
choosing a President by electoral votes should be 
abandoned In fivor of choice by popular vote. Nothing 
Is likely to come of this 
T herr Is a reason for the present method, not 
foreseen by the fram ers of the Constitution. 
It 
limits the power of overwhelming majorities in any 
state practical^*, to determine the national result. 
It protects the weaknesses of state minorities from 
letting a national election go by default. 
However 
great the massing of population in New York City 
for example, the most it can accomplish is merely to 
earn* the state. 
However insignificant the minority 
may be in a state like Mississippi, nothing goes by 
default but the electoral vote of that state. 
The basic reason for the present system, however. 
Is found in a simple sentence of the Constitution: 
•‘Each state shall appoint in such m anner as the 
legislature thereof may direct, a number of electors. 
.• To make all states mere polling places for a 
national plebiscite would deprive them of an authority 
which they have asserted and exercised from the start. 
Two of many instances: 
(ll Under the Constitution, 
each state shall be entitled to two Senators, no more, 
ro Jess. 
(2) Every am endm ent to the Constitution 
m ust be rtttfled by the states es such, not by • 
nation si plebiscite.

Sudden Recruiting Spurt Almost Upset UMT; Democrats Fail To Support Truman 


On Taxes; U. S. Needs Merchant Marine OI Air 


Says DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON, Apili 6—A sud­ 
den spurt in recruiting after the 
first of the year almost upset the 
Pentagon's plan to high pressure 
Congress into a new* draft act and 
' universal training. 
It wasn’t publicized, but both air 
force and navy figures shot far 
above their monthly quotas. Even 
recruiting for the army grourd 
forces hit a post-war high, just a 
little short of its assigned goal. 


From less than 8.609 recruits 
in November and December, air 
force records bounced up to 
lt5 U 
recruits 
in 
January, 
sagged down to 11.270 during 
February, then picked up again 
during the first weeks of March. 
But even the February figure 
woo higher than the monthly 
gout of 19,999 men. 


The Navy rose from 14.309 in 
December to 19.834 in January, then 
back to 16.598 in February. Both 
were well above the monthly quota 
of 15.000. 
On the other hand, the army 
with a monthly quota of 20,000 only 
recruited 17.076 in January and 
15.934 in February. But this wax 
still a tremendous boost from 8553 
in November and 11,396 in De­ 
cember. 
The Margarine Battle 
Congressman August And resen of 
Red Wing. Minnesota, a power in 
the House agricultural committee, 
is threatening southern Democrats 
with antitobacco, anticotton and 
antipeanut legislation unless they 
give up their fight for repeal of the 
margarine taxes. 
Until last week. all tile margar­ 
ine bills had been bottled up in 
committee by the Republicans, led 
by 
Andresen.

Congressman

week. 
When Andresen heard about 
it. he hit the ceiling. He warned 
southern colleagues that he ex­ 
perts to take over as agriculture 
chairman next year, and swore 
he would make it tooth on 
southern 
legislation.

counting upon a Republican vic­ 
tory at the polls in November 
which might elevate the present 
agriculture chairman. Cliff Hope 
of Kansas, to the cabinet as sec­ 
retary of agriculture. 


Meanwhile, housewives are paying 
taxes on margarine as high as IO 
to 12 cents per pound. 
Behind The Tax Overrider 
Story behind the congressional 
overrider of the President on the 
tax bill Is that Truman originally 
intended to send his veto message 
to Congress on April 5—the last day 
he could act—Instead of Apnl 2. 
He suddenly changed his plans, 
however, upon learning that House 
Democratic Leader Sam Rayburn 
planned to leave for Texas duting 
the week end and would not be on 
the floor to lead the debate against 
the overrider. 
So Truman called in Rayburn and 
Senate Democratic Leader Al ben 
Barkley of Kentucky, told them of 
his plans to send up the veto mes­ 
sage three days early so the leaders 
could 
rally 
Democrats 
in 
both 
Houses to make a series of speeches. 
They were to charge the Republi­ 
can tax writers with trying to bank­ 
rupt the nation in order to win 
votes in the next election.

Rayburn, 
who is still sore at Truman for 
splitting the Democratic Party 
on the civil righto bane, didn’t 
even bother to Uke port in the 
debate. la filet, there wasn't a 
single speech by a Democrat in 
the Home supporting Truman’s 
tax position 


In the Senate only three Demo­ 
crats—Barkley of Kentucky. Hatch 
of New Mexico and Kilgore of West 
Virginia—took the trouble to speak 
against the G O P motion to over­ 
ride the President. 
Air Armada 
While the Pentagon boys empha­ 
size the importance of the draft, 
the national defense research and 
detelopment board has written a 
confidential report urging the need 


of an armada of cargo planes. In 
this age of blitz warfare, supply 
lines must be swift and flexible. 
which means America must build 
up a vast merchant marine of the 
air. 
The report emphasises the 
growing threat of Russian sub­ 
marines, which could make sit­ 
ting ducks of our ocean trans­ 
ports. Russia’s underwater nary 
is already five times larger than 
the German U-boat fleet at IU 
peak, the report states. What's 
more. 
Russia 
possesses 
the 
dea4ily German XXI which is 
“69 times more difficult to locate 
and kill” than standard World 
War II subs. 


The present strategy of digging 
in and stockpiling material at for­ 
ward bases is also rejected by the 
research board. 
“Targets should determine the 
location of bases, not vice versa,** 
the board argues. “The need for 
maintaining the base should cease 
w*hen the target is destroyed. Ad­ 
vance bases should become as ex­ 
pendable as shell cartridges.” 
This means construction and sup­ 
ply should be cut to a ’minimum, 
and air transport must become the 
backbone of supply. 
“Although World War II strategy 
was determined largely by tile avail­ 
ability of shipping, in the next war 
the availability of air lift will be 
the controlling factor.” the report 
declares. 
4.999 Planes Needed 
In closed-door testimony, mil­ 
itary chiefs have warned that 
they must have 4.999 cargo 


planes with the carrying capac­ 
ity of C-54*s ready to take off 
at the drop of the first enemy 
bomb. Against this need, the 
certificated airlinfs now have 
in the air less than 60 freight 
planes. An additional 125 planes 
are operated by veterans’ air 
freight lines, still waiting for 
CAB certificates. 


More than 400 small aviation 
companies have been set up by 
veterans since V-J Day. Several 
dozen are engaged in air freight 
and are clamoring for certificates, 
so they can 
carry 
on 
regular 
operations. After nearly three years 
of 
applying, not a single vet­ 
erans' air freight line has been 
awarded a CAB certificate. In fact, 
the first case hasn’t even been 
heard yet. 
One private citizen, Langdon P. 
Marvin, former chief counsel for the 
Congressional Air Policy Committee, 
has been so concerned about the 
problem that he has devoted his 
own time and bank account to pro­ 
moting a merchant marine of the 
air. 
He has prepared figures to show 
that certificated lines, which have 
been consistently in the red. could 
operate in the black for a change 
lf they had cargo revenue coming in. 
This would also reduce passenger 
fares, which were raised twice in 
1947 by a vote of the CAB. 
Tile military report, prepared for 
the 
Research 
and 
Development 
Board, preaches the same doctrine. 
“Let us assist our domestic and 
overseas airlines.” it urges, “on the 
same bold scale as our forefathers 
did our railways.” 


Russia Not Willing To Force 


Showdown With Western Allies

WASHINGTON. Apnl 6 —Russia 
could have provoked war with the 
western allies last week but didn’t. 
Tins is the most significant piece 
of information that has developed 
in many months of conjecture and 
discussion. 
It could mean that 
Russia is not ready for war. It 
could mean that Russia will never 
take the Initiative In a war with 
the Allies. This might be another 
way of saying that relations be­ 
tween the two countries, having 
passed through severe strains, could 
get better instead of worse in the 
future. 
Another 
significant 
happening 
which must be taken into consider­ 
ation in apprising the behavior of 
the Russian government occurred 
last week when a report that Rus­ 
sian submarines had been sighted 
off the Pacific coast of this country 
was promptly and vigorously denied. 
Had the Soviets cared to carry on 
a war of nerves they might have 
ignored the report. Actually, our 
American officials belatedly an­ 
nounced the evidence was “incon­ 
clusive" 
There is every reason to believe 
that the Moscow government knows 
the United States is thoroughly 
aroused to the possibility of war 
and that there is a 
line beyond 
which war could occur. Until cer­ 
tain steps were taken recently it 
could be assumed that Russia con­ 
strued American policy as weak and 
solely concerned with the export of 
dollars under the Marshall Plan. 
Developments In Congress In the 
last few weeks have indicated to 
Moscow that their sources of in­ 
formation may have been wrong 
and that there is real danger of 
war with America. 
Moscow headers Misled 
The agents of the Russian gov­ 
ernment have been known to tell 
the Moscow authorities what they 
want to hear, namely, that Henry 
Wallace is about to win the elec­ 
tion. 
that 
partisan 
strife 
has 
reached the point in an election 
year that makes cooperation impos­ 
sible between the two major parties 
and 
finally, that the isolationist 
sentiment has grown to the point 
of the 1920 s when Americans didn’t 
much 
care 
what 
happened 
In 
Europe. 
The Russian people are h o i eager 


for war. Any nation which has 
suffered the losses of millions in 
killed and wounded is not anxious 
for more bloodshed. The Russian 
rulers know this and they may well 
suspect that their own tenure would 
be undermined if an unpopular war 
were to break out. 
The Soviet government has its 
hands full with reconstruction. It 
has tried to extract money and 
materials from the western allies 
and a great deal more than the 
Marshall Plan allows for Europe as 
a whole would be necessary to help 
them to their feet. The Marshall 
Plan could have included Russia but 
the Moscow rulers played their 
hand 
poorly and 
alienated the 
sympathy of the western peoples. 
As it Is. the Marshall Plan will 
build up Western Europe. It may 
in time wean away some of the 
Balkan countries now behind the 
“leon Curtain.” The Russian strat­ 
egy is still to infiltrate governmen­ 
tal cabinets wherever possible and 
thwart the effectiveness of 
the 
Marshall Plan 
R n ia Postpones Showdown 
But such tactics will result In 
complete frustration for Russia. The 
only way out for her rulers will be 
to begin to deal fairly and squarely 
with America or start a war. Russia 
is in a stronger position, however, . 
militarily today than she will be a 
year from now. This Is because the 
Western Allies are mobilizing their 
resources and getting into a defen­ 
sive position. It is costly, of course. 
The Russians hope to bankrupt the 
American economy but they under­ 
estimate IU vitality and potential­ 
ity 
In the end the Soviets must 
make a choice between war and • 
peace. For reasons of their own 
they are postponing a showdown. 
Time. however, works for the 
western allies. The fact that Russia 
did not force, the issue and bring 
on hostilities In the delicate situa­ 
tion that aroM in and around 
Berlin is the tip-off that the Rus­ 
sian rulers do not dare to risk wit 
now or perhaps for another few 
years. 
, 
This does hot mean that America 
or the western allies can relax. On 
the contrary, if it be true that a 
firm policy toward preparedness has 
brought the change, then a con­ 
tinuance of such a policy Is the

Dr. Beneshs Memoirs 
D 


R. Eduard Benes, prisoner- 
President of enslaved Czecho­ 
slovakia. has written his me­ 
moirs (Pametii published in 
Prague. In this—I quote “The Cen­ 
tral European Observer”—he tells 
of the efforts made in 1939 to get 
him to leave Western Europe and 
to take refuge in Soviet Russia. 
The efforts continued even after 
the 
Stalin-Hitler 
Alliance, 
even 
after the Russians had marched into 
Poland and Eastern Galicia. He re­ 
counts a conversation with a leading 
Czech Communist: 
“My talk with Sverma (Cze *• 
Communist) made me realize what 
a great difference there was between 
the attitude of our Communists, un­ 
der the influence of the Russian 
Communists, towards the further 
development of the war, and my 
own attitude toward It. We both 
believed that, although the Soviet 
Union had signed an agreement 
with Germany, it would enter the 
war. 
The Communists, however, 
apparently 
considered 
that 
this 
would not be possible until the war 
was nearly over, and it was with 
this very object in view that the 
Soviet Union had signed the Agree­ 
ment, so as to gain time for itself. 
They also seemed to think that it 
would intervene with a mainly or 
exclusively revolutionary purpose at 
the moment when both sides were 
so exhausted that they would not 
be strong enough to ward off the 
social revolution. At this moment, 
too, they imagined that In any case 
they would succeed in internally 
revolutionizing Germany also.” 
This view was very generally held 
in 1939 and 1940. namely, that 
Soviet Russia would ultimately stab 
Germany in the back, but not until 
the Western powers were so weak 
that they too would crumble. Then 
Soviet Russia would be the master 
of Europe. Ulrich von Hassell, for­ 
mer German Ambassador to Italy, 
who was killed by Hitler for con­ 
spiring to bring about a revolution 
In Germany during the war and 
who nearly succeeded, in lits “The 
Von Hassell Diaries ” published in 
this country, confirmed Benes* view. 
He wrote on August 26, 1939: 


“It is clear to me that the 
Russians made the pact with us 
In the same spirit in which they 
dragged out the negotiations 
with the Western Powers. That 
Is to encourage us and to set 
all nations of Europe against 
one another.” 


It was during this period that 
Communists throughout the world 
showed their enmity lo the United 
Suites. 
Even in this counry the 
Communists used the slogan, "The 
Yanks Are Not Coming,” and they 
picketed the White House and booed 
President Roosevelt. Benes describes 
this background: 


**• • . This, too, was how I ex­ 
plained the constantly increas­ 
ing vindictive action of one 
section of our Communists in 
london and America against us. 
They soon afterwards began to 
•tress the theory of imperialistic 
warfare and to assert, as regards 
the Allies and Germany, that It 
was a case of six of one and 
half a desen el the ether. . .» 


Further he wrote:

As one reads all this. it is Im­ 
possible not lo wonder what 
documents are filed in the arch­ 
ives of our State Department. 
For what a roving revolutionist 
inside Germany, Von Hassell, and 
the refugee President of an oc­ 
cupied country, Benes, could 
know our State Department and 
our President must have known. 
I vt when Stalin was ready to 
enter the war, the American 
People were deceived both aa to 
the nature of the SUIin-Hitler 
Alliance and its breach. 


We were lied to and we paid for 
it in lives and wealth. We are still 
paying.
